If used for oniy one day, the activities can be the focus in the morning, and the general festival 
ceiebration in the aftemoon and evening. Each festival can be the focus for a five-day week, 
with a concentration each day on one of the five most potent items of devotional service as re- 
lated to that festival. This program is fiexibie and can be used in other ways. For exampie, it is 
entireiy possibie to taKe one item of devotional service and concentrate on it for more than one 
day, or even an entire week so that this guide couid provide more than a month worth of activi- 
ties.

Leaming Aims, what children will accom- 
plish by the end of this unit, and assessing how weii the aims have been achieved. 
£ome parents and teachers may find these brief ideas to be sufficient for them to deveiop their 
own additional activities. 

•Fourth, there are lists of suggested activities for children of various ages. There are also gen- 
eral suggestions for mixed age groups. 

•Fifth, there are pages of resources— such as songs and prayers, where to find stories in scrip- 
ture, pictures to coior, internet links, and so forth, to assist with the suggested activities. 

•£ixth, there are suggestions for how the study of this festival may be reiated to other areas of 

gtudy, such as"Reiigious Education, Geography, etc. 

•£ixth, there is description of a general ceiebration of the festival

•Leaming Aims-. A very general idea of the goal from the perspective of the aduit who is guiding 
the leaming 

•What children wili accomplish by the end of this unit: A very general idea of the goal from the

Experienced teachers will note that the range of activities for each section demands more gen- 
eral ideas of assessment criteria than wouid be used for a lesson centered around one or two 
activities. Teachers may want to write up more focused aims, intentions, objectives, and assess- 
ment criteria which will correspond to the specific activities they choose.

Ali of us have some sensory input that triggers an emotional and physio- 
logical reaction— pieasant or unpieasant. For exampie, certain smens, 
foods, places, songs, and so forth exert such a powerfui infiuence that 
we find ourseives alfnost reu'ving the original association. g'omething be- 
comes a trigger for a physioiogical reaction either through one very 
strong incident or frequent|y repeated weaKer ones. Each of us tends to 
avoid things which t)dve become negative triggers and surround our- 
seives with things that are positive triggers. 



When our pupiis become aduits, what win the various aspects of festivals 
trigger in them? WMI they associate Kirtana, Deity worship, and the other 
activities with fun, love, friendship, safety, and adventure? Will their as- 
sociation be blase and neutral? Of will thoughts of Kirtana or a festival 
trigger feeu'ngs of embarrassment, discomfort, or boredom? 

ThinK of the various aspects of festival leaming and participation that 
can act as triggers for our pupiis. They are-. the time, the piace, the mu- 
sic, chanting, the specific festivals, or some of the activities. We cannot 
possibiy controi all the factors that might cause some of these to be- 
come negative triggers, but we can sureiy maKe a deiiberate attempt for 
them to be oniy positive ones!

Spiritual Hoiidays 

A breaK from routine, a special marK on the caiendar, a day that can ab- 
sorb a child's mind for weeKs or more beforehand. Hoiidays connected with Lord Krsna 
heip children become absorbed in pieasing Hifn. The caiendar of the Hare Krsna move- 
ment overfiows with days to ceiebrate. (v)ajor festivals commemorate the divine birth, 
or appearance, of Krsna and His incamations. Other festivals ceiebrate Krsna's pas- 
times and the anniversaries of the appearance and passing of pure devotees of the 
Lord. 

CJnfortunateiy, we might negiect to taKe fun advantage of the intense spiritual effect 
Krsna conscious hoiidays can have on a child's life. On minor festival days, the occasion 
may pass by unnoticed, or there may be oniy a scriptural reading geared to an aduit audi- 
ence. Aduits may even pian events mostiy for aduits. Children come to the aduit gather- 
ing, but they simpiy leam that a hoiiday means being bored, or running and piaying wildiy. 

Hou) can our children find the spiritual highlights of their u'ves in festivals? 

putting on a Play about the hoiiday is exciting for children. They love rehears- 
ing, dressing up, and getting on stage. And they love pieasing the aduits, who enjoy the 
plays in spite of (and to some extent because of) the imperfections. Older children can 
spend many weeKs striving for Professional resuits. They can also write or adapt a script, 
buy costumes and maKe-up, create the soundtracK, and so on. Children can also prepare 
a dramatic reading reiated to the hoiiday. £uch readings require far less worK for the 
aduits directing the show, and absorb the children's minds aimost as much as a full pro- 
duction. 

■£-. Every year at the Govardhana Puja festival, honoring Lord Krsna's lifting 
of Govardhana f— IMI, our students maKe a small hill of paper mache over wire and bal- 
loons. We paint it and decorate it with plants, streams, poois, plastic or ciay animals, and 
so on. (We maKe the poois from mirrors and the streams from tinsei over tin foii). One 
year, to ceiebrate "Rathayatra eact) student made his or her own cart from a shoe box 
and cardboard. WeVe also made dioramas inside boxes. A simpie one- or two-day Pro- 
ject: wn'ting about the festival and then mounting and decorating the poem or essay. 

To ceiebrate the appearance of Lord Varaha, the Lord as a giant boar who 
lifted the earth with His tusKs, the children play "sticK the earth on VaraMs tusKs." 
£ome years we t)ave groups of students maKe a Picture of Varaha and the earth and 
then play the game with the best picture. Last year our grown daughter drew Varaha, 
and the students competed for the best earth drawing. Then, blindfoided, each of us 
tried to tape the earth as ciose as possibie to the tips of the Lord's tusKs. A simpie prize 
awaited the winner. 

TANAf Children love singing "Sltd-Rama" on Lord "Rama's appearance day, or 
whatever songs and prayers reiate to the incamation or event we are ceiebrating. £ome- 
times we maKe copies of a song in Devanagari, the original ^ansKrit alphabet, to t)ave the 
children practice their ^ansKrit while they leam the prayer. 



: What )s more fun for a child than a story? But so often we aduits just read, 
without expression or expiar>atior>, from a booK written for aduits. If we dramatize a 
littie, have liveiy questions and answers, and concentrate on the story u'ne, children win 
be entranced. Today we also have many Krsna conscious stories on audio and video 
tape. 

JLT£: Children can decorate the tempie, heip witfi cooKing 
a feast, and do extra cieaning at home or at tfie tempie. If tfiey worship a Deity of tfie 
Lord, they can maKe Hifn a special f lower garland or a new outfit, or decorate \-\)s altar 
with f lowers. Older children can heip in many ways at the tempie. 

ING-- Fasting may not sound liKe fun for a child, but most children deu'ght in per- 
forming some austerity for Krsna. Many festival days call for fasting, either untii noon 
or the evening. I generaliy asK children under age seven to eat, even if they want to fast. 
I encourage children over ten to try the fast, and I Jrtdve prasadam availabie if they can't 
sticK to it. Children remember with fondness the first Janmastami they fasted untii mid- 
night. 

-. VJe can find many more ways to inciude children in hoiidays. The 
real Key is the mood of the aduits. VJe need to remember that ceiebrating the giory of 
the Lord is for children too.

Background information for teachers unfamiliar with the tradition 



A summary of the life of Lord Caitanya 
adapted from the introduction to Srimad-Bhagavatam 

Lord Sri Caitanya Mahaprabhu, the great apostle of love of God and the father of the con- 
gregational chanting of the holy name of the Lord, advented Himself at Sridhama Mayapur, a 
quarter in the then city of Navadvipa in Bengal, on the Phalguni Purnima evening in the year 
1407 Sakabda (corresponding to February 18, 1486, by the Christian calendar). 

His father, Jagannatha Misra, a learned brahmana, or intellectual, came to Navadvipa as a 
student because at that time Navadvipa was considered to be the center of education and cul- 
ture. He lived on the banks of the Ganges after marrying Sacidevi, a daughter of a learned 
scholar of Navadvipa. 

Jagannatha Misra and Sacidevihad a number of daughters who all expired at an early age. 
The two surviving sons, VisvarUpa and Visvambhara, became at last the object of their parental 
affection. The tenth child and youngest son, Visvambhara, later became known as Nimai 
Pandita and then, after accepting the renounced order of life, Lord Sri Caitanya Mahaprabhu. 

Lord Sri Caitanya Mahaprabhu exhibited His transcendental activities for forty-eight years 
and then passed away from this mortal world in the year 1455 Sakabda (1534AD) at Puri. 

For His first twenty-four years He remained at Navadvipa as a student and householder. His 
first wife was Srimati Laksmipriya, who died at an early age when the Lord was away from 
home. When He returned from East Bengal He was requested by His mother to accept a second 
wife, and He agreed. His second wife was Srimati Visnupriya Devi, who bore the separation of 
the Lord throughout her life because the Lord took the order of lifelong celibacy and austerity, 
sannyasa, at the age of twenty-four, when Srimati Visnupriya was barely sixteen years old. 

After taking sannyasa, the Lord made His headquarters at Jagannatha Puri due to the re- 
quest of His mother. The Lord remained for twenty-four years at Puri. For six years of this time 
He traveled continuously all over India (and especially throughout southern India) preaching 
the Srimad-Bhagavatam and Bhagavad-gita. 

Lord Sri Caitanya Mahaprabhu is the selfsame Lord Sri Krsna. In this incarnation, He ap- 
peared as a great devotee of the Lord in order to preach to the people in general, as well as to 
religionists and philosophers, about the transcendental position of Sri Krsna, the primeval Lord 
and the cause of all causes. The essence of His preaching is that Lord Sri Krsna, who appeared 
at Vrndavana as the son of Nanda Maharaja) is the Supreme Personality of Godhead and is 
therefore worshipable by all. Lord Caitanya taught that as Krsna is the highest manifestation of 
God, so His place, Vrndavana is the highest realm and as worshipable as the Lord. The highest 
form of transcendental worship of the Lord was exhibited by the damsels of Vrndavana in the 
form of pure affection for the Lord, and Lord Sri Caitanya Mahaprabhu recommends this proc- 
ess as the most excellent mode of worship. He accepts the Srimad-Bhagavatam as the spotless 
literature for understanding the Lord, and He preaches that the ultimate goal of life for all hu- 
man beings is to attain the stage of prema, or love of God. 

The main method of spiritual realization that Lord Caitanya taught is the singing of the 
names of the Lord in congregation, called sankirtana. He also taught disciples a complete sci- 
ence of worship, prayer, and meditation that awakens the soul to its original position and reali- 
zation of God. These disciples later wrote many books based on Lord Caitanya's teachings. 
These teachings form the basis of the Hare Krsna Movement, and the teachers are in the line of 
master and disciples from Lord Caitanya.

Background information for teachers unfamiliar with the tradition 



Lunar and Solar Calendars, and the Meaning of the Page Headings 

Gaudiya Vaisnava festivals (except for Makara-sarikranti, a minor festival) follow a lunar, not a 
solar calendar. Therefore, Gaura-purnima does not occur on the same day each year on the 
Western calendars. It is always sometime in February/March however, because the Gaudiya 
calendar adds an extra lunar month every three years in order to keep its calendar roughly in 
tune with the solar year. On the years that this extra month is added, the festival will be either 
unusually early or unusually late in the year, depending on when in the year the month is 
added. 

In the headings in this guide, the word "Phalguni" refers to the name of the lunar month in 
which the festival occurs. This month is also called Govinda. The term Gaura-pUrnima refers to 
the fact that Lord Caitanya was born, or appeared, on the day of the full moon, called the 
pUrnima. It is called "Gaura" because that word, meaning "golden," is another name for Lord 
Caitanya. AU this information can be used to calculate the day in which the festival will be ob- 
served on any particular year. Keep in mind that the date may be one day different in various 
parts of the world. The Hare Krsna Movement produces local calendars, as well as free soft- 
ware, to enable anyone to know the date of festivals in their location in the present year. 



Celebrating the Festival 

On the days commemorating the birth anniversary of any incarnation of God, there is generally 
a full-day fast, broken at moonrise with a light meal. The day is spent in prayer and chanting, 
special decoration of the temple Deity and temple itself, and readings and/or discussions of the 
incarnation. There may also be dramas or dances related to the incarnation. In temples with 
Deities of Lord Caitanya, there may be an abhiseka bathing of the Deities, with substances such 
as yoghurt, milk, ghee, honey, and sugar water. Afterwards, devotees drink those combined 
liquids. 

This festival is only observed by Gaudiya Vaisnavas, and not by members of other Vaisnava 
lineages, or by Hindus in general. The Gaudiya Vaisnavas accept that Caitanya Mahaprabhu is 
an incarnation of Krsna whereas other Vaisnava groups or Hindu groups accept Him only as a 
teacher or as a saint.

Primary/ Elementary Level: The Story in VERY Simple Form, version 1 



Five hundred and ten years ago, Lord Krsna appeared as Sri Caitanya Mahaprabhu in 
Navadvipa, West Bengal. The following account of His appearance is from Sri Caitanya- 
caritamrta (Adi-lila 13.63-94), by Krsnadasa Kaviraja Gosvami. 

Belore the appearance ol Lord Caitanya Mahaprabhu, all the devotees ol Navadvipa 
used to gather in the house ol Advaita Acarya. In these meetings ol the Vaisnavas, Advaita 
Acarya used to recite Bhagavad-gita and Srimad-Bhagavatam, decrying the paths ol philoso- 
phical speculation and Iruitive activity and establishing the superexcellence ol devotional 
service. 

But Sri Advaita Acarya Prabhu lelt pained to see all the people without Krsna con- 
sciousness simply merging in material sense enjoyment. 

Srila Advaita Acarya Prabhu thought, "H Krsna Himsell appears to distribute the cult 
ol devotional service, then only will liberation be possible lor all people." 

With this consideration in mind, Advaita Acarya Prabhu, promising to cause Lord 
Krsna to descend, began to worship the Supreme Personality ol Godhead, Krsna, with tulasi 
leaves and water ol the Ganges. By loud cries He invited Krsna to appear, and this repeated 
invitation attracted Lord Krsna to descend. 

In the month oljanuary in the year 1406 ol the Saka Era [A.D. 1485], Lord Sri 
Krsna entered the bodies olboth Jagannatha Misra and Saci. 

Jagannatha Misra told his wile, "In a dream 1 saw the ellulgent abode ol the Lord en- 
ter my heart. From my heart it entered your heart. 1 therelore understand that a great per- 
sonality will soon take birth." 

Thus in the year 1407 ol the Saka Era in the month ol Phalguna [March-April] on 
the evening ol the lull moon, the desired auspicious moment appeared. 

When the spotless moon ol Caitanya Mahaprabhu became visible, what would be 
the need lor a moon lull ol black marks on its body? Considering this, Rahu, the black 
planet, covered the lull moon, and immediately vibrations ol "Krsna! Krsna! Krsna!" inun- 
dated the three worlds. All the people thus chanted the Hare Krsna maha-mantra during the 
lunar eclipse, and their minds were struck with wonder. When the whole world was thus 
chanting the holy name ol the Supreme Personality ol Godhead, Krsna in the lorm ol Gau- 
rahari [Caitanya Mahaprabhu] appeared on the earth. 

In all the revealed scriptures ol Vedic culture, devotional service to Lord Krsna is 
explained throughout. Therelore devotees ol Lord Krsna do not recognize the processes ol 
philosophical speculation, mystic yoga, unnecessary austerity and so-called religious rituals. 
They do not accept any process but devotional service.

The Story in VERY Simple Form, version 2 



Krsna, the Supreme Lord, was thinking a lot about His best devotee, Srimati Rad- 
harani. Radharani loves Krsna so mu eh! Krsna was trying to understand how she loves 
Him. Then He had an idea. He decided to be a devotee of Himself ! 

When Krsna was on earth thousands of years ago, He told everyone that they could 
be happy by serving Him with love. Serving Krsna with love seems very hard to people in 
the material world. So, now Krsna would play like He was Radharani, and also show how to 
be a devotee. He would teach people how to love Krsna. 

Hundreds of years ago in India, the moon was rising, but it was dark. There was an 
eclipse! During an eclipse, people in India bathe in holy rivers such as the Gariga and chant 
the Lord's holy names. On that night, Krsna came to earth as Lord Caitanya. His spiritual 
body was golden, like Radharani. His father's name was Jagannatha Misra. His mother's 
name was Sacidevi. Even when He was a baby, Lord Caitanya helped people to love Krsna. 
He would stop crying only when the ladies would chant "Hare Krsna." 

Lord Caitanya could see that most people were not interested in spiritual things. 
They were interested in money. Or they were interested in having a happy family. They 
were interested in learning about the material world. They wanted everyone to say how 
wonderful they are. Ali those material things can't give people the great happiness of love of 
God. Lord Caitanya felt sorry. He wanted everyone to have spiritual happiness as great as 
the sky. 

To help people have spiritual happiness, Lord Caitanya started sarikirtana. Sarikir- 
tana means when lots of people are chanting Krsna's holy names together and trying to 
please Him. Every night Lord Caitanya would go with His friends and devotees to Srivasa's 
house. They would dance and chant all night. Lord Caitanya would feel Radharani's love for 
Himself. 

The head of the village, called the Kazi, got angry at all the chanting. His police offi- 
cers told everyone they could not sing and chant loudly anymore. One police officer even 
broke a mrdariga drum! Lord Caitanya decided to take all the devotees in a huge sarikirtana 
party to the Kazi's house. Everyone danced through the streets, chanting Krsna's holy 
names. It was night time, so some devotees carried torehes to light the way. 

Then they got to the Kazi's house. He was scared. He told Lord Caitanya that Krsna's 
form of Nrsirhhadeva had come to see him. Nrsirhhadeva had told him to leave the sarikir- 
tana devotees alone. The Kazi showed Lord Caitanya marks from Nrsirhhadeva's nails on 
his chest! He made a promise never to disturb sarikirtana again. 

Lord Caitanya didn't only teach people in His own village of Navadvipa how to love 
and serve Krsna. He became a sannyasi and taught about Krsna in Jagannatha Puri and 
many places in South India. During Ratha-yatra in Jagannatha Puri, He danced in seven 
sarikirtana groups at the same time! He had disciples who wrote many books about Krsna 
and started their own sarikirtana. Even today, so many years after Lord Caitanya has left the 
earth, there is sarikirtana in many places of the world.

Caitanya Mahaprabhu was born in Mayapur, in the town of Nadia, just after sunset 
on the evening of the 23rd Phalguna, 1407 Sakabda, answering to the 18th of February, 
1486, of the Christian Era. The moon was eclipsed at the time of His birth, and the people 
of Nadia were then engaged, as was usual on such occasions, in bathing in the Bhagirathi 
with loud cheers of "Haribol!" His father, Jagannatha Misra, a poor brahmana of the Vedic 
order, and His mother, Saci-devi, a model good woman, both descended from brahmana 
stock originally residing in Sylhet. Mahaprabhu was a beautiful child, and the ladies of the 
town came to see Him with presents. His mother's father, Pandita Nilambara Cakravarti, a 
renowned astrologer, foretold that the child would be a great personage in time; and he 
therefore gave Him the name Visvambhara. The ladies of the neighborhood styled Him 
Gaurahari on account of His golden complexion, and His mother called Him Nimai on ac- 
count of the nima tree near which He was born. Beautiful as the lad was, everyone heartily 
loved to see Him every day. As He grew up He became a whimsical and frolicsome lad. Af- 
ter His fifth year, He was admitted into a pathasala [school] , where He picked up Bengali in 
a very short time. 

Most of His contemporary biographers have mentioned certain anecdotes regarding 
Caitanya, which are simple records of His early miracles. It is said that when He was an in- 
fant in His mother's arms He wept continually and when the neighboring ladies cried 
"Haribol!" He used to stop. Thus there was continuation of the utterance of "Haribol!" in 
the house, foreshowing the future mission of the hero. It has also been stated that when His 
mother once gave Him sweetmeats to eat He ate clay instead of the food. His mother asking 
for the reason, He stated that as every sweetmeat was nothing but clay transformed He 
could eat clay as well. His mother, who was the consort of a pandita, explained that every 
article in a special state was adapted to a special use. Earth while in the state of a jug could 
be used as a waterpot, but in the state of a brick such a use was not possible. Clay, there- 
fore, in the form of sweetmeats was usable as food, but not clay in its other states. The lad 
was convinced and admitted His stupidity in eating clay and agreed to avoid the mistake in 
the future. 

Another miraculous act has been related. It is said that a brahmana on pilgrimage 
became a guest in His house, cooked his food and read his grace with meditation on Krsna. 
In the meantime the lad came and ate up the cooked rice. The brahmana, astonished at the 
lad's act, cooked again at the request of Jagannatha Misra. The lad again ate up the cooked 
rice while the brahmana was offering the rice to Krsna with meditation. The brahmana was 
persuaded to cook for the third time. This time all the inmates of the house had fallen 
asleep, and the lad showed himself as Krsna to the traveler and blessed Him. The brahmana 
was then lost in ecstasy at the appearance of the object of his worship. 

It has also been stated that two thieves stole away the lad from His father's door with 
a view to purloin His jewels and gave Him sweetmeats on the way. The lad exercised His 
illusory energy and deceived the thieves back toward His own house. The thieves, for fear 
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of detection, left the boy there and fled. 

Another miraculous act has been described of the lad's demanding and getting from 
Hiranya and Jagadisa all the offerings they had collected for worshiping Krsna on the day of 
Ekadasi. When only four years of age, He sat on rejected cooking pots, which were consid- 
ered unholy by His mother. He explained to His mother that there was no question of holi- 
ness and unholiness as regards earthen pots thrown away after the cooking was over. These 
anecdotes relate to His tender age up to the fifth year. 

In His eighth year, He was admitted into the tola [school] of Garigadasa Pandita, in 
Gariganagara, close by the village of Mayapur. In two years He became well read in Sanskrit 
grammar and rhetoric. His readings after that were of the nature of self-study in His own 
house, where He had found all important books belonging to His father, who was a pandita 
himself. It appears that He read the smrti in His own study, and the nyaya also, in competi- 
tion with His friends, who were then studying under the celebrated Pandita Raghunatha 
Siromani. 

After His tenth year, Caitanya became a passable scholar in grammar, rhetoric, the 
smrti and nyaya. It was after this that His elder brother VisvarUpa left His house and ac- 
cepted the asrama (status) of a sannyasi (ascetic). Caitanya, though a very young boy, con- 
soled His parents, saying that He would serve them with a view to please God. Just after 
that, His father left this world. His mother was exceedingly sorry, and Mahaprabhu, with 
His usual contented appearance, consoled His widowed mother. 

It was at the age of fourteen or fifteen that Mahaprabhu was married to Laksmidevi, 
the daughter of Vallabhacarya, also of Nadia. He was at this age considered one of the best 
scholars of Nadia, the renowned seat of nyaya philosophy and Sanskrit learning. Not to 
speak of the smarta panditas, the naiyayikas were all afraid of confronting Him in literary 
discussions. Being a married man, He went to eastern Bengal on the banks of the Padma for 
acquirement of wealth. There He displayed His learning and obtained a good sum of 
money. 

It was at this time that He preached Vaisnavism at intervals. After teaching him the 
principles of Vaisnavism, He ordered Tapana Misra to go to and live in Benares. During His 
residence in eastern Bengal, His wife Laksmidevi left this world from the effects of snake- 
bite. On returning home, He found His mother in a mourning state. He consoled her with a 
lecture on the uncertainty of human affairs. It was at His mother's request that He married 
Visnupriya, the daughter of Raja Pandita Sanatana Misra. His comrades joined Him on His 
return from pravasa, or sojourn. 

He was now so renowned that He was considered to be the best pandita in Nadia. 
Kesava Misra of Kashmir, who had called himself the Great Digvijayi [world conqueror], 
came to Nadia with a view to debate the panditas of that place. Afraid of the so-called con- 
qu ering pandita, the tola professors of Nadia left their town on the pretense of invitation. 
Kesava met Mahaprabhu at the Barokona-ghata in Mayapur, and after a very short discus- 
sion with Him he got defeated by the boy, and mortification obliged him to decamp. Nimai 
Pandita was now the most important pandita of the times. 

It was at the age of sixteen or seventeen that He traveled to Gaya with a host of His 
students and there took His spiritual initiation from Isvara Puri, a Vaisnava sannyasi and a 
disciple of the renowned Madhavendra Puri. Upon His return to Nadia, Nimai Pandita 
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turned religious preacher, and His religious nature became so strongly represented that Ad- 
vaita Prabhu, Srivasa and others who had before the birth of Caitanya already accepted the 
Vaisnava faith were astonished at the change in the young man. He was then no more a 
contending naiydyika, a wrangling smdrta and a criticizing rhetorician. He swooned at the 
name of Krsna and behaved as an inspired man under the influence of His religious senti- 
ment. It has been described by Murari Gupta, an eyewitness, that He showed His heavenly 
powers in the house of Srivasa Pandita in the presence of hundreds of His followers, who 
were mostly well-read scholars. 

It was at this time that He opened a nocturnal school of kirtana in the compound of 
Srivasa Pandita with His sincere followers. There He preached, there He sang, there He 
danced, and there He expressed all sorts of religious feelings. Nityananda Prabhu, who was 
then a preacher of Vaisnavism and who had completed His travels all over India, joined 
Him at that time. In fact, a host of pandita preachers of Vaisnavism, all sincere at heart, 
came and joined Him from different parts of Bengal. Nadia now became the regular seat of a 
host of Vaisnava acaryas whose mission it was to spiritualize mankind with the highest in- 
fluence of the Vaisnava creed. 

The first mandate that He issued to Prabhu Nityananda and Haridasa was this: "Go, 
friends, go through the streets of the town, meet every man at his door and ask him to sing 
the name of Hari with a holy life, and then come and report to Me every evening the result 
of your preaching." Thus ordered, the two preachers went out and met Jagai and Madhai, 
the two most abominable characters in Nadia. These two insulted the preachers on hearing 
Mahaprabhu's mandate, but were soon converted by the influence of bhakti inculcated by 
their Lord. 

The people of Nadia were now surprised. They said, "Nimai Pandita is not only a 
gigantic genius but is certainly a missionary from God Almighty." From this time to His 
twenty-third year, Mahaprabhu preached His principles not only in Nadia but in all the im- 
portant towns and villages around His city. In the houses of His followers He showed mira- 
cles, taught the esoteric principles of bhakti and sang His sankirtana with other bhaktas. His 
followers in the town of Nadia commenced to sing the holy name of Hari in the streets and 
bazaars. This created a sensation and roused different feelings in different quarters. The 
bhaktas were highly pleased. The smdrta brdhmanas became jealous of Nimai Pandita's suc- 
cess and complained to Chand Kazi against the character of Caitanya, claiming it was un- 
Hindu. The Kazi came to Srivasa Pandita's house and broke a mrdanga (khola drum) there 
and declared that unless Nimai Pandita ceased to make noise about His queer religion he 
would be obliged to enforce Mohammedanism on Him and His followers. 

This was brought to Mahaprabhu's notice. He ordered the townspeople to appear in 
the evening, each with a toreh in his hand. This they did, and Nimai marched out with His 
sankirtana divided into fourteen groups. On His arrival in the Kazi's house, He held a long 
conversation with the Kazi and in the end communicated into his heart His Vaisnava influ- 
ence by touching his body. The Kazi then wept and admitted that he had felt a keen spiri- 
tual influence which had eleared up his doubts and produced in him a religious sentiment 
which gave him the highest eestasy. The Kazi then joined the sankirtana party. The world 
was astonished at the spiritual power of the Great Lord, and hundreds and hundreds of 
hereties converted and joined the banner of Visvambhara after this affair.

Secondary Level: The Story of Lord Caitanya continued 



It was after this that some of the jealous and low-minded brahmanas of Kulia picked 
a quarrel with Mahaprabhu and collected a party to oppose Him. Nimai Pandita was natu- 
rally a soft-hearted person, though strong in His principles. He declared that party feelings 
and sectarianism were the two great enemies of progress, and He saw that as long as He 
should continue to be an inhabitant of Nadia belonging to a certain family, His mission 
would not meet with complete success. He then resolved to be a citizen of the world by cut- 
ting off His connection with His particular family, caste and creed, and with this resolution 
He embraced the position of a sannyasi at Katwa, under the guidance of Kesava Bharati of 
that town, in the twenty-fourth year of His life. His mother and wife wept bitterly for His 
separation, but our hero, though soft in heart, was a strong person in His principles. He left 
His little world in His house for the unlimited spiritual world of Krsna with man in general. 

After His sannydsa, He was induced to visit the house of Advaita Prabhu in Santi- 
pura. Advaita managed to invite all His Mahaprabhu's friends and admirers from Nadia and 
brought Saci Devi to see her son. Both pleasure and pain invaded her heart when she saw 
her son in the attire of a sannyasi. As a sannyasi, Krsna Caitanya put on nothing but a 
kaupina and a bahirvasa (outer covering). His head was without hair, and His hands bore a 
danda (stick) and a kamandalu (hermit's waterpot). 

The holy son fell at the feet of His beloved mother and said, "Mother! This body is 
yours, and 1 must obey your orders. Permit Me to go to Vrndavana for My spiritual attain- 
ments." The mother, in consultation with Advaita and others, asked her son to reside in 
Puri (the town of Jagannatha) so that she might obtain news of Him now and then. Ma- 
haprabhu agreed to that proposition and in a few days left Santipura for Orissa. 

His biographers have described the journey of Krsna Caitanya (that was the name 
He got after His sannydsa) from Santipura to Puri in great detail. He traveled along the side 
of the Bhagirathi as far as Chatrabhoga, situated now in Thana Mathurapura, Diamond Har- 
bor, Twenty-four Parganas. There He took a boat and went as far as Prayaga-ghata, in the 
Midnapura District. Thence He walked through Balasore and Cuttack to Puri, seeing the 
temple of BhUvanesvara on His way. Upon His arrival at Puri He saw Jagannatha in the tem- 
ple and resided with Sarvabhauma at the request of the latter. 

Sarvabhauma was a gigantic pandita of the day. His readings knew no bounds. He 
was the best naiyayika of the times and was known as the most erudite scholar in the 
Vedanta philosophy of the school of Sarikaracarya. He was born in Nadia (Vidyanagara) and 
taught innumerable pupils in the nyaya philosophy in his tola there. He had left for Puri 
some time before the birth of Nimai Pandita. His brother-in-law Gopinatha Misra intro- 
duced our new sannyasi to Sarvabhauma, who was astonished at His personal beauty and 
feared that it would be difficult for the young man to maintain sannyasa-dharma during the 
long run of His life. Gopinatha, who had known Mahaprabhu from Nadia, had a great rev- 
erence for Him and declared that the sannyasi was not a common human being. On this 
point Gopinatha and Sarvabhauma had a hot discussion. Sarvabhauma then requested Ma- 
haprabhu to hear his recitation of the Vedanta-sutras, to which the latter tacitly submitted. 

Caitanya heard with silence what the great Sarvabhauma uttered with gravity for 
seven days, at the end of which the latter said, "Krsna Caitanya! 1 think You do not under- 
stand the Vedanta, as You do not say anything after hearing my recitation and explana- 
tions." 
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The reply of Caitanya was that He understood the sutras very well but could not 
make out what Sarikaracarya meant by his commentaries. 

Astonished at this, Sarvabhauma said, "How is it that You understand the meanings 
of the sutras but do not understand the commentaries which explain the sutras? Ali well! If 
You understand the sutras, please let me have Your interpretations." 

Mahaprabhu thereupon explained all the sutras in His own way, without touching 
the pantheistic commentary of Sarikara. The keen understanding of Sarvabhauma saw the 
truth, beauty and harmony of the arguments in the explanations given by Caitanya and 
obliged him to utter that it was the first time he had found one who could explain the 
Brahma-sutras in such a simple manner. He also admitted that the commentaries of Sarikara 
never gave such natural explanations of the Vedanta-sutras as those he had obtained from 
Mahaprabhu. Sarvabhauma then submitted himself as an advocate and follower. In a few 
days he turned out to be one of the best Vaisnavas of the time. When reports of this came 
out, the whole of Orissa sang the praise of Krsna Caitanya, and hundreds and hundreds 
came to Him and became His followers. In the meantime Mahaprabhu thought of visiting 
southern India, and He started with one Krsnadasa Brahmana for the journey. 

His biographers have given us details of the journey. He first went to KUrmaksetra, 
where He did a miracle by curing a leper named Vasudeva. He met Ramananda Raya, the 
governor of Vidyanagara, on the banks of the Godavari and had a philosophical conversa- 
tion with him on the subject of prema-bhakti. He worked another miracle by touching 
(making them immediately disappear) the seven tala trees from behind which Ramacandra, 
the son of Dasaratha, had shot His arrow and killed the great Vali Raja. Mahaprabhu 
preached Vaisnavism and nama-sankirtana throughout His journey. At Rarigaksetra He 
stayed for four months in the house of one Verikata Bhatta in order to spend the rainy sea- 
son. There He converted the whole family of Verikata from Ramanuja Vaisnavism to krsna- 
bhakti, including the son of Verikata, a boy of ten years named Gopala, who afterwards 
came to Vrndavana and became one of the Six Gosvamis, prophets serving under their 
leader Sri Krsna Caitanya. Trained up in Sanskrit by his uncle Prabodhananda Sarasvati, 
Gopala wrote several books on Vaisnavism. 

Caitanya visited numerous places in southern India as far as Cape Comorin and re- 
turned to Puri in two years by Pandarapura on the Bhima. In this latter place He spiritual- 
ized one Tukarama, who became from that time a religious preacher himself. This fact has 
been admitted in his abhangas, which have been collected in a volume by Mr. Satyen- 
dranath Tagore of the Bombay Civil Service. During His journey He had discussions with 
the Buddhists, the Jains and the Mayavadis in several places and converted His opponents 
to Vaisnavism. 

Upon His return to Puri, Raja Prataparudra-deva and several pandita brahmanas 
joined the banner of Caitanya Mahaprabhu. He was now twenty-seven years of age. In His 
twenty-eighth year He went to Bengal as far as Gauda in Malda. There He picked up two 
great personages named RUpa and Sanatana. Though descended from the lines of the 
Karnatic brahmanas, these two brothers had turned demi-Mohammedans by their continual 
contact with Hussain Shah, the then Emperor of Gauda. Their names had been changed by 
the Emperor into Dabira Khasa and Sakara Mallika, and their master loved them heartily as 
they were both learned in Persian, Arabic and Sanskrit and were loyal servants of the state. 
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The two gentlemen had found no way to come back as regular Hindus and had written to 
Mahaprabhu while He was at Puri, for spiritual help. Mahaprabhu had written in reply that 
He would come to them and extricate them out of their spiritual difficulties. Now that He 
had come to Gauda, both the brothers appeared before Him with their long-standing 
prayer. Mahaprabhu ordered them to go to Vrndavana and meet Him there. 

Caitanya returned to Puri through Santipura, where He again met His dear mother. 
After a short stay at Puri He left for Vrndavana. This time He was accompanied by one 
Balabhadra Bhattacarya. He visited Vrndavana and came down to Prayaga (Allahabad), con- 
verting a large number of Mohammedans to Vaisnavism by argument from the Koran. The 
descendants of those converts are still known as Pathana Vaisnavas. RUpa Gosvami met 
Him at Allahabad. Caitanya trained him up in spirituality in ten days and directed him to go 
to Vrndavana on two missions. His first mission was to write theological works scientifi- 
cally explaining pure bhakti and prema. The second mission was to revive the places where 
Krsnacandra had at the end of Dvapara-yuga exhibited His spiritual lila for the benefit of 
the religious world. RUpa Gosvami left Allahabad for Vrndavana, and Mahaprabhu came 
down to Benares. There He resided in the house of Candrasekhara and accepted His daily 
bhiksa (meal) in the house of Tapana Misra. Here it was that Sanatana Gosvami joined Him 
and took instruction for two months in spiritual matters. The biographers, especially 
Krsnadasa Kaviraja, have given us details of Caitanya's teachings to RUpa and Sanatana. 
Krsnadasa was not a contemporary writer, but he gathered his information from the Six 
Gosvamis themselves, the direct disciples of Mahaprabhu. Jiva Gosvami, who was a nephew 
of Sanatana and RUpa and who has left us his invaluable work the Sat-sandarbhas, has phi- 
losophized on the precepts of his great leader. We have gathered and summarized the pre- 
cepts of Caitanya from the books of those great writers. 

While at Benares, Caitanya had an interview with the learned sannydsls of that town 
in the house of a Maratha brahmana who had invited all the sannydsls for an entertainment. 
At this interview, Caitanya showed a miracle which attracted all the sannydsls to Him. Then 
ensued reciprocal conversations. The sannyasis were headed by their most learned leader, 
Prakasananda Sarasvati. After a short controversy they submitted to Mahaprabhu and ad- 
mitted that they had been misled by the commentaries of Sarikaracarya. It was impossible 
even for learned scholars to oppose Caitanya for a long time, as there was some spell in Him 
which touched their hearts and made them weep for their spiritual improvement. The 
sannydsls of Benares soon fell at the feet of Caitanya and asked for His grace (krpd). 
Caitanya then preached pure bhakti and instilled into their hearts a spiritual love for Krsna, 
which obliged them to give up sectarian feelings. The whole population of Benares, on this 
wonderful conversion of the sannydsls, turned Vaisnava, and they made a massive sanklr- 
tana with their new Lord. 

After sending Sanatana to Vrndavana, Mahaprabhu went to Puri again through the 
jungles with His comrade Balabhadra. Balabhadra reported that Mahaprabhu showed a good 
many miracles on His way to Puri, such as making tigers and elephants dance on hearing 
the name of Krsna. 

From this time, that is, from His thirty-first year, Mahaprabhu continually lived in 
Puri, in the house of Kasi Misra, until His disappearance in His forty-eighth year at the time 
of sanklrtana in the temple of Tota-gopinatha. During these eighteen years, His life was one 
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of settled love and piety. He was surrounded by numerous followers, all of whom were of 
the highest order of the Vaisnavas and who were distinguished from the common people by 
their purest character and learning, firm religious principles and spiritual love of Radha- 
Krsna. 

SvarUpa Damodara, who had been known by the name of Purusottamacarya while 
Mahaprabhu was in Nadia, joined Him from Benares and accepted service as His secretary. 
No production of any poet or philosopher could be laid before Mahaprabhu unless SvarUpa 
had passed it as pure and useful. Raya Ramananda was His second mate. Both he and 
SvarUpa would sing while Mahaprabhu expressed His sentiment on a certain point of wor- 
ship. Paramananda Puri was His minister in matters of religion. There are hundreds of an- 
ecdotes described by His biographers which we do not think it meet here to reproduce. Ma- 
haprabhu slept short. His sentiments carried Him far and wide in the firmament of spiritu- 
ality every day and night, and all His admirers and followers watched Him throughout. He 
worshiped, communicated with His missionaries in Vrndavana, and conversed with those 
religious men who newly came to visit Him. He sang and danced, took no care of Himself 
and ofttimes lost Himself in religious beatitude. All who came to Him believed in Him as 
the all-beautiful God appearing in the nether world for the benefit of mankind. He loved 
His mother all along and sent her mahd-prasada now and then with those who went to 
Nadia. He was most amiable in nature. Humility was personified in Him. His sweet appear- 
ance gave cheer to all who came in contact with Him. He appointed Prabhu Nityananda as 
the missionary in charge of Bengal. He dispatched six disciples (Gosvamis) to Vrndavana to 
preach love in the upcountry. He punished all of His disciples who deviated from a holy 
life. This He markedly did in the case of Junior Haridasa. He never lacked in giving proper 
instructions in life to those who solicited them. This was seen in His teachings to 
Raghunatha Dasa Gosvami. His treatment of Haridasa (senior) showed how He loved spiri- 
tual men and how He defied caste distinction in the cause of spiritual brotherhood.

Caitanya Caritamrta Adi 14.24 — 35: 

One day while the Lord was enjoying His playful sports with the other little children, mother 
Saci brought a dish filled with fused rice and sweetmeats and asked the child to sit down and 
eat them. But when she returned to her household duties, the child hid from His mother and 
began to eat dirt. Seeing this, mother Saci hastily returned and exclaimed, "What is this! What 
is this! " She snatched the dirt from the hands of the Lord and inquired why He was eating it. 

Crying, the child inquired from His mother, "Why are you angry? You have already given Me 
dirt to eat. What is My fault? "Fused rice, sweetmeats and all other eatables are but transforma- 
tions of dirt. This is dirt, that is dirt. Please consider. What is the difference between them? 
"This body is a transformation of dirt, and the eatables are also a transformation of dirt. Please 
reflect upon this. You are blaming Me without consideration. What can I say?" 

Astonished that the child was speaking Mayavada philosophy, mother Saci replied, "Who has 
taught You this philosophical speculation that justifies eating dirt?" Replying to the Mayavada 
idea of the child philosopher, mother Saci said, "My dear boy, if we eat earth transformed into 
grain, our body is nourished, and it becomes strong. But if we eat dirt in its crude state, the 
body becomes diseased instead of nourished, and thus it is destroyed. "In a waterpot, which is 
a transformation of dirt, I can bring water very easily. But if I poured water on a lump of dirt, 
the lump would soak up the water, and my labor would be useless." 

The Lord replied to His mother, "Why did you conceal self- realization by not teaching Me this 
practical philosophy in the beginning? Now that I can understand this philosophy, no more 
shall I eat dirt. Whenever I am hungry I shall suck your breast and drink your breast milk." 

After saying this, the Lord, smiling slightly, climbed on the lap of His mother and sucked her 
breast.

Everyone became freed from material suffering on see- 
ing the Lord's beautiful face, and they all joyfully chanted the name of Hari. The Lord's 
beauty defeated that of millions of Cupids. There is nothing with which it may be com- 
pared. 

Still, by His mercy, 1 am trying to explain. Otherwise, who is able to describe His beautiful 
form? His effulgent golden form is the essence of the Vedas. He was decorated with sandal- 
wood paste and appeared like the moon. His curling hair was decorated with a garland of 
jasmine, and His sweet smile defeated all artistic expression. His forehead was decorated 
with sandalwood paste and dots of colored powder. He raised His arms and the name of 
Hari emanated from His moonlike face. His flower garland that hung down to His knees 
swung to and fro. His entire body became wet with the tears flowing from His lotus eyes. 
His two strong arms were like golden pillars. Being decorated with hairs standing on end, 
His body looked like a golden kadamba flower. His lips were enchanting, and His teeth 
were beautiful. His eyebrows stretched to the bottoms of His ears. His shoulders defeated 
those of the king of elephants. His broad chest was decorated with a thin white brahmana 
thread. Laksmi and tulasi resided at His lotus feet. He was dressed in supremely pure and 
fine cloth. His nose was raised, and His lionlike neck was enchanting. His body was taller 
and more golden than that of anyone else. People in all directions said, "See how the Lord's 
hair is decorated with various flowers."

When the Ganges burst her banks in 2007 the flood water in Navadwip was still 
high a week later, with the Ganges River flowing eighty centimeters above the extreme 
danger level.

The police had removed about ten thousand people from 
their homes. Those people had moved to rescue camps. An official said at that time, "The 
flood will start to go down tomorrow because then no more water will come out of the Til- 
para Dam."

i. Remembers Navadvipa achieves what one would receive if travels to all tirthas 
j. Seeing Navadvipa gets love of Krsna birth after birth 

k. Even going to Navadvipa for material comforts through pious activities one does 
not take another birth 

1. Walking around Navadvipa one gets the fruit of millions of asvamedha yajnas at 
every step 

m. One who chants mantras in Navadvipa obtains the sound of Caitanya as his man- 
tra and freed from maya. 
n. 3 nights at Navadvipa is equal to 10 years at other tirthas 



III.Measurement and Form of the Dhama 
Gauda Mandala is 

1.168 miles in circumference-Gariga runs through the center. 

2. form of 100 petaled lotus flower-Navadvipa in the center. 

3.circumference of the central stamen, Antardvipa, is ten miles. 

4.Navadvipa's circumference is 32 miles. 

5. v. Gauda Mandala's diameter is 56 miles and radius is 28 miles. 

6. Center point is Yogapitha, Sri Caitanya's birth place. 

7. Gauda Mandala is made of touchstone and full of knowledge and bliss. 
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8.3 spiritual energies, sandhini, samvit, hladhini are ever present in Dhama. 

a. Dhama is only seen as material by one who is covered by Maya. 

b. Sri Caitanya's pastimes are deep and mundane logic troublesome. (Kesava Kas- 
miri) 

c. Kali Yuga all holy places are weak and Navadvipa supremely strong. 

IV. Procedure for Parikrama of the Dhama 

a. Within the 16 Krosas of the Dhama (1 Krosa=2 miles) are 16 rivers. 

b. Eastern bank of Gariga are 4 islands. 

c. Western bank are 5 islands. 

d. Tributaries of Gariga give the dhama its splendor. 173, (rivers) 

e. Rivers of Navadvipa-Gariga, Yamuna, Sarasvati, Tamraparni, Krtamala, Brahmapu- 
tra, Sarayu, Narmada, Sindhu, Kaveri, Gomati, Godavari. 173(rivers), 

f. Rivers sometimes dry up or flood. 

g. Svetadvipa, Vaikuntha, Goloka, and Vrndavana reside in Navadvipa at all times. 
h. 7 Holy cities, Ayodhya, Mathura, Haridvara, Kasi, Kanci, Avanti (Ujjain), Dvaraka 
are always present in their own places in Navadvipa Dhama 

i. Order of Parikrama l st darsana of Mayapur at Antardvipa, then Simantadvipa 

(north), then south to Godumadvipa, then Madhyadvipa. Then cross the Gariga and 

to Koladvipa, then to Rtudvipa, then Jahnudvipa, then Modradrumadvipa, and then 

Rudradvipa. Cross Gariga and back to Mayapur. Respectfully enter temple of Jagan- 

natha Misra and Sacidevi and take darsana of the Lord 

j. Best time for Parikrama-tithi of Makara saptami up to the full moon or purnima of 

Phalguna 

V. Sri Jiva hears about Navadvipa-dhama 

a. Sri Jiva travels to Navadvipa 

b. Sri Jiva's meeting Lord Nityananda 

c. Nityananda instructs Jiva Gosvami

3. Navadvipa dhama " 

a. Krsnaloka has 2 states of emotion-1. Madhurya-Vrndavana-sweetness 2. Au- 
darya-Navadvipa-munificence 

b. No difference between Vrndavana and Navadvipa- only difference is manifestation 
of rasas. Same as (d) 

VI. Sri Mayapur & Antardvipa 

a. Navadvipa is 16 krosas (32 miles). In the middle is Antardvipa. Central point is 
Mayapur. Yogapitha is the place of Sri Caitanya and Paflca-tattva's eternal pastimes. 
Most glorious of all places is Yogapitha. 
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b. The dhama covered by the Gariga. By the desire of the Lord it will be revealed 
and shine effulgently. 

c. Gauranga never leaves Mayapur 

d. Antardvipa surrounds Mayapur-Lord Brahma received Gauranga's darsana in 
Antardvipa. 

e. Sri Jiva takes darsana of Mother Saci by Nityananda's grace. Mother Saci and 
Visnupriya cook for Nityananda and Jiva honors His remnants. 

f. Sri Jiva introduced to Vamsivadana an associate of Gauranga and incarnation of 
Krsna's flute. 

g. Jagannatha Misra's temple. Tulasi bower and Nimba tree sent back to spiritual 
world. 

h. 200 meters north. Srivasa Thakura's courtyard. 
i. Advaita's house 20 meters north. Gadadhara's house 10 meters east. 
j. Vrddha Siva temple. Guardian of Mayapur, where the praudha maya energy 
(spiritual perception) is eternally situated. 

k. Mayapura will be covered for 100 yrs. and then be uncovered. Devotees will 
build temples and one exceedingly wonderful temple will be buih from which Gau- 
ranga's service will be preached everywhere. Praudha Maya and Vrddha Siva will 
again come and reveal the spiritual dhama. 

1. West side of Gariga is Paradanga. North of that is Chinadanga. These areas are 
non different from Vrndavana. Directions North-South-East -West 
m. 6 meters from Vrddha Siva ghata is Gauranga's own ghata. 
n. 30 meters north is Madhai's ghata. 10 meters north is Barakona ghata con- 
structed by Visvakarma by Krsna's order, 
o. East of Mayapur is Antardvipa. Refer to 1. 

p. Rediscovery of Mayapur-large mound with vegetation 1000 meters from remain- 
ing place and ten meters Vrdhha Siva temple. From these all other places can be un- 
derstood. 

q. Antardvipa- Brahma performed austerities here to receive Gauranga's mercy after 
Brahma vimohan lila. Antara (secret words) the advent of Sri Caitanya told to 
Brahma by Gauranga. 

VII. Sri Ganganagara, Prthu Kunda, Simantadvipa, Saradanga, Visrama sthana 

a. Sri Ganganagara history- Bhagiratha of the Raghu dynasty led the way as Gariga 
descended. At this place Gangadevi stopped to worship Gauranga. Bhagiratha be- 
came disturbed because she stopped but Gariga told him after her worship she 
would proceed. One who fasts, bathes and worships Gaurange here will cross over 
material existence and deliver 1000 ancestors to Goloka after death. 

b. Prthu Kunda-Prthu Maharaja in Satya-yuga leveled hills in that area and efful- 
gence came forth. Prthu as Saktyavesa realized the significance of Navadvipa and 
buih a beautiful Kunda. Also known as Ballal-dighi 
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c. Simantadvipa- In Satya-yuga Parvati heard from Siva the glories of Gauranga and 
went to this place. In meditation Parvati received mercy of Gauranga by darsana 
and she took the dust from his lotus feet and put it in the part of her hair (simanta). 

d. Chand Kazi village-Chand Kazi was Kamsa in Krsna lila. Received mercy of Gau- 
ranga. 

e. Sankhavanik-Jagannatha resides here w/ his sabaras. Non-different from Puri. 

f. Tantuvaya grama-cottage of Kolavech Sridara-Visrama sthana (place of resting) 

g. Visvakarma-demigod architect buih 60 wide ponds-one is near Sridhara's house 
and Caitanya bathed in that pond and ate the bananas from his patch. 

VIII. Suvarnavihara and Sri Devapalli 

a. Suvarnavihara history- Satya-yuga well known king named Suvarna Sena lived 

here. The king was a materialist and Narada Muni enlightened him about devo- 
tional service and Sri Caitanya' merciful advent in Kali-yuga. 32 (monarchy) 

b. Devapalli history- After Lord Nrsirhhadeva killed Hiranyakasipu he came to this 

lake to rest. Lord Brahma and other demigods came to this place to live and 
formed a village by building houses on hills. 

c. Nrsirhhadeva temple has been here since that time. 

IX. Sri Harihara-ksetra, Maha Varanasi, and Godruma 

a. Eastern bank of Alakananda is Harihara-ksetra. A wonderful deity was predicted 
by Nityananda to be discovered here. Combined form of Siva and Visnu. 

b. Kasi or Maha- Varanasi- Different from Kasi because Siva constantly chants the 
glories of lord Gauranga. Called Maha-Varanasi because there is no fear of death. 

c. Godrumadvipa history- After Indra was forgiven by Krsna for his offense of rain- 
ing of Vrndavana and Krsna lifted Govardhana, Indra approached Surabhi cow in a 
repentant mood. Surabhi told Indra of Navadvipa dhama and Nimai. They both 
went to this place and worshipped Gauranga. Receiving Gauranga's darsana. Su- 
rabhi remained there next to banyan tree and constantly worshipped Gauranga. 
Therefore the place is called Go(cow) druma.(tree). 

d. Additional history of Godrumadvipa- Markendeya Rsi took a benediction of life 
for 7 kalpas. During the devastation he wandered in the flood looking for a place to 
reside. Markendeya fell unconscious in the waters of devastation and was saved by 
Surabhi, who brought him to Godrumdvipa and taught him to worship Gauranga. 
The island of Godrumdvipa was one billion krosas in size and full of trees, flowers, 
birds and other animals chanting the glories of Gauranga. 

X. Descriptions of Sri Madhyadvipa and Naimisa 

a. Madhyadvipa- 7 rsis (sons of Brahma in this Manu's reign) stayed at this place by 
the instruction of Brahma and worshipped Lord Gauranga. After many austerities 
and becoming fixed in devotional service by worshipping Gauranga the 7 Rsis re- 
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ceived darsana so Gauranga at noon. Madhyahna means noon. They were in- 
structed by Gauranga to go to Kumarahatta and live. 

b. To the south of this is the Gomati River and beside it is Naimisaranya. Saunaka 
and sages at the beginning of Kali-yuga heard from Suta the glories of Gauranga 
here. Siva mounted Brahmas swan and came here to hear the Puranas. Siva and his 
followers also chanted the glories of Gauranga here. 

XI. Description of Brahma Puskara, Sri Uccahatta and the Sequence of Parikrama. 

a. Brahmana Puskara (Brahmanapura) -brahmana Divdasa gave up family life and 
went on pilgrimage. Puskara-tirtha was very dear to him but when he reached 
Navadvipa he had a dream which insrtucted if he stayed in Navadvipa he would re- 
ceive a great treasure. He buih a cottage and stayed until he was old. Wept because 
he could no longer go to Puskara due to age. The personality of Puskara came be- 
fore him and said take a bath in this pond and Puskara will be before you. Divdasa 
did as instructed and the holy place was revealed to him. Puskara told him Navad- 
vipa was the embodiment of all tirthas. 

b. Ucchahatta (Kuruksetra) all holy places that are in Kuruksetra are present in 
Navadvipa at this place. The demigods came here to meet and discuss the glories of 
Sri Gauranga. Devas came here and set up a market (hatta) for the discussion of 
Gauranga's pastimes. (Hattadanga). 

XII. Sri Koladvipa, Sri Samudragada, Sri Campahatta and descriptions regarding Jayadev. 

a. Pancaveni-joining of five holy rivers. Bhagirathi, Mandakini, Alakananda, Saras- 
vati, Yamuna. Manasa Gariga also flows here. Also called Maha-Prayaga 

b. Koladvipa- (Kola-boar) one devotee of Varaha named Vasudeva received His 
darsana because of pure service. Varaha informed His devotee that in Kali-yuga 
Gauranga pastimes will be performed and he would be blessed to take birth during 
that time to particapate in Gaura lila. After researching scripture he found refer- 
ences to Gauranga's advent and always chanted Gaura in his mind. Named that 
place Koladvipa Parvata after the mountainous form of Varaha. 

c. Samudragada-Samudra Sena was a great devotee of Krsna. When Bhima entered 
his kingdom to conquer all directions, Samudra Sena decided to defeat Bhima so 
that Krsna would come to help and Samudra would have Krsna's darsana. After do- 
ing so Krsna came to save Bhima and Samudra revealed his intention. Samudra 
begged to see Krsna and Gaura's pastimes and by Krsna's grace he saw both. Krsna 
then disappeared and Samudra submitted to Bhima. 

d. Campahatta- (market of Campaka flowers) Campakalata took Campak flowers 
from here and made garlands for Radha-Krsna. Then materialist took over and 
made a market for selling the flowers 

e. Jayadev (the poet)-lived in Navadvipa where he wrote das-avatara. Laksmana 
Sena, the king, read this poem and visited Jaydev in disguise as a Vaisnava. Jayadev 
knew he was the king and refused to live in his palace which was Laksmana' request. 
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However Jayadev agreed to live in Campahatta where the king built he and his wife 
Padmavati a cottage. By their devotion and garlands of Campaka flowers offered 
daily the Lord in his Campaka color as Gaura appeared before them. Gaura told 
them of His upcoming pastimes and requested them to go to Jaganath Puri. In great 
ecstasy they left for Puri. 

XIII. Description of Rtudvipa and Radha Kunda 

a. Rtudvipa-beautiful town full of trees, flowers, humming bees. 

b. Nityananda's cowherd boy ecstasy. 

c. Radha Kunda and Syama Kunda-Gaurahari would perform kirtana and become 
immersed in singing Krsna's glories. 

XIV. Description of Vidyanagara andjahnudvipa 

a. Vidyanagara-at the time of pralaya Navadvipa remains as the eternal 8 petal lotus. 
Matsya avatara carried the Vedas to this place. Vedas, which contain all vidya, were 
naturally brought to Vidyanagara. 281 

b. Brahma became inclined to start creation & received Krsna's mercy here . Saras- 
vati appears from Brahma's tongue. 

c. All rsis study their respective branches of the Vedas at this holy place. 

d. Valmiki came to Vidyanagara and received the mercy of Narada and received the 
Ramayana. 

e. Dhanvantari received the Ayur Veda here. 

f. Visvamitra received Dhanur Veda here. 

g. Shaunaka and other rsis received mantras at Vidyanagara. 
h. Brahma produced the four Vedas. 

i. Kapila created Sankhya here and Gautama brought forth logic and argument. 

j. Kanabhuk produced the Vaisesika philosophy here and Patanjali the Yoga Sutra. 

k. Jaimini wrote the Karma Mimamsa sastra and Vedavyasa wrote the Puranas. 

1. 5 Rsis wrote the Pancaratna to teach practical devotional service. 

m. Brhaspati took birth here as Sarvabhauma to take part in Gaura lila. 

n. Jahnudvipa-Sage Jahnu Muni lived here. Performed austerities and received 

darsana of Gauranga. 

o. Jahnu also drank the Gariga because she took his acamana cup. Bhagiratha wor- 

shipped Jahnu and he released the Gariga from his body. 

p. Bhisma visits his grandfather Jahnu here and receives higher knowledge, which in 

turn he teaches to Yudhisthira at Kuruksetra. 

XV. Description of Sri Modadruma-dvipa and Rama-lila 

a. Modadruma-dvipa is Ayodhya 

b. Rama was banished to the forest here and built a hut under a huge banyan tree 
and lived here happily for some time. 
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c. Rama tells Sita that he will appear in Kali-yuga in a beautiful golden form. 

d. Aditi is Kausalya and becomes mother SacT in Gauranga lila. Sita will become 
Visnupriya 

e. Rama's friend Guhaka takes birth in Gaura lila to serve him as Sadananda Vipra 
Bhattacarya 

XVI. Sri Vaikunthapura, Rudradvipa and Pulina 

a. Vaikunthapura-the abode of Narayana situated in Navadvipa- Narayana and His 
energies, Sri, Bhu, Nila. Brahman radiates from this abode. 

b. Ramunujacarya- went to Puri and Lord Jagsnnatha appeared to him and in- 
structed him to go to Navadvipa 

c. Ramanuja heard pastimes of Gaurahari and became agitated by love for Him. 

d. Ramunuja was advised not to broadcast Gauranga's glories but to teach dasya rasa 
and within his mind cultivate Gaura prema. 

e. Gauranga blesses Ramunuja with darsana and the touch of his lotus feet. 

f. Mahatpura-5 Pandavas and Draupadi came to Bengal during exile. There were 5 
banyan trees which have disappeared since this time 

g. Yudhisthira's dream- dreamt of Gauranga and the glories of Navadvipa. Ordered 
to go to Puri. 

h. Madhvacarya went to Navadvipa and Gauranga appeared to him in a dream. Or- 
dered him to defeat Mayavadis and worship Gaurahari secretly. 
i. Rudradvipa- 2 divisions Sankarapura and Rudradvipa. Sankaracarya visited wth 
his followers. Gauranga appeared to him and ordered him to leave so as the devo- 
tees would not be contaminated by Mayavadi philosophy, even though in his heart 
Sankara was a devotee and incarnation of Siva 

j. 11 Rudras reside in Rudradvipa. Visnusvami visited Navadvipa. Siva appeared to 
Visnusvami and granted him boon to perfect a sampradaya that will teach devotional 
service. By Siva's mercy Visnusvami worshipped Gauranga who appeared to him 
and told him to teach purified monism through his sampradaya. He would appear 
as Vallabha Bhatta in Gaura-lila. 

XVII. Bilvapaksa and Bharadvaj-tila 

a. Bilvapaksa is Bilvavana in Vrndavana. 

b. Nmbarka Swami blessed by Gauranga-originally he was a devotee of Siva who was 
granted by Siva Krsna bhakti. Instructed by Siva to seek out the 4 Kumaras in the 
bilva forest and receive instructions from them on devotional service. 

c. B y virtue of Nimbarka's devotion Radha-Krsna appeared to him and revealed 
Their transcendental form of Sri Caitanya. He was instructed not to reveal this se- 
cret but to worship him in his heart. He would take birth in Gaura lila as Kesava 
Kashmir i. 
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d. Bharadvaj-tila- Bharadvaj Muni came to this hill and worshipped Gauranga who 
appeard befor him. Gauranga told him when He appeared Bharadvaj would be able 
to see this form again. Bharadvaj fainted out of love and Gaurahari disappeared. 

XVIII. Jiva Gosvami's Questions and Answers 

a. Question by Jiva to Nityananda-if Vrndavana and Navadvipa are non-different 
why leave Navadvipa and go to Vrndavana. 

b. Answer by Nityananda-Vrndavana and Navadvipa are one in principle. 
Vrndavana is the receptacle of rasa but one must be qualified to taste that rasa. If 
one is not qualified for that sweetness then by offenses that sweetness can turn sour. 
In Kali-yuga offenses are continuous and therefore Navadvipa can purify and qual- 
ify the living entity for the rasa of Radha Krsna. If one lives in Navadvipa and takes 
shelter of the holy name then love of Krsna will manifest in the heart by Gauranga's 
mercy.

1. To enrich pupils' faith by providing positive, memorable experiences 

Many of the activities in the Deity section involve pupils directly doing service for the De- 
ity. In the Holy Name section, there are activities related to trying different kirtana styles 
and having public kirtana 

2. To nurture pupils' innate aptitude for inquisitive, refiective and philosophical thought 

Many of the activities in the scripture section relate to this aim because the pupils are engaging in 
reflection about the scriptures. The focus in the Holy Name section on the Siksastaka involves 
much refiective philosophical thought and discussion. In the Holy Places section, pupils reflect on 
the value of Navadvipa and the challenges to the environment there. 

3. To enhance pupils' spiritual knowledge, understanding and personal realisation 

Many of the activities in the scripture section relate to this aim, particularly the ones that involve 
knowing the stories from scripture. The focus in the Holy Name section on the Siksastaka involves 
depth of knowledge and realisation. Some activities in the Saintly Persons section involve personal 
realisation of our devotional relationships. 

4. To encourage pupils' application of religious and moral principles in everyday life 

In the Saintly Association section there are activities regarding moral principles and the impor- 
tance of association and friendship. 

5. To promote character formation and self-understanding 

In the Saintly Association section there are activities regarding moral development. 

6. To empower pupils in self-expression and the authentic representation of their own traditions 

In the Deity section, there are many activities involving using creative and artistic work in a 
traditionally authentic way. In the Saintly Association section there are activities regarding the 
various branches of the tradition. In the Holy Places section, there are many activities related to 
the authentic practice of bhakti as demonstrated in the nine practices of devotion. 
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7. T o enable pupils to live harmoniously in today's culturally plural societies 



8. To equip pupils with esteem in their own faith traditions and respect for others 

In the Saindy Association section there are activities regarding great persons in the tradition's 
history. 

9. To enhance pupil's taste for service and spiritual activities 

In the Deity section the pupils have many opportunities to relish spiritual activities. In the 
Holy Name section there are opportunities to relish spiritual activities of chanting. In the 
Holy Places section there are many activities related to the nine practices of devotion. 

10. To nurture children's natural attraction for God (Lord Krsna) as their dearest friend. 

Many of the activities in the scripture section relate to this aim since they include knowledge of, and 
meditation on, the character and pastimes of Lord Caitanya. In the Deity section, there are a num- 
ber of activities where the children meditate on Lord Caitanya's form and His sweet dealing with 
His devotees. They also render friendly and intimate service to Him. In the Saintly Association sec- 
tion there are activities regarding the love between the Lord and His devotees. 
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The Brahmana's Offering 



A wandering brahmana with his Deity, Gopala, once came to the house of Jagannatha Misra. 
Jagannatha Misra received him well and offered him all facility to worship his Deity. The pil- 
grim had been traveling and wanted to cook an offering for Gopala. He made many nice 
preparations and with a satisfied mind he began to offer the, asking Gopala to please come 
and enjoy the foodstuffs. 

When the brahmana was offering the food, Lord Caitanya came directly to the altar and began 
to eat the offering without hesitation. 

"Oh, no!" cried the brahmana. "This child has touched the offering. It is now spoiled and 
cannot be given to Gopala." 

Lord Caitanya was scolded by His father and taken to a separate house. "Please cook agahi," 
Jagannatha Misra encourage the brahmana. "The boy is far away. He will not spoil your of- 
fering this time." 

The brahmana agreed and cooked some simple preparations for the pleasure of Gopala. 
When they were ready, he sat down to chant his mantra for offering foodstuffs to the Deity. 
Even though Lord Caitanya was taken out of the house, He somehow appeared just as the 
brahmana was calling for Gopala to come and enjoy the offering. Once again Lord Caitanya 
began to eat the foodstuffs without hesitation. 

"Oh, no!" cried the brahmana. "This boy has come again and spoiled my offering." 

Jagannatha Misra was angry with Lord Caitanya and scolded Him sternly. "Why have You 
done this again?" he said angrily to his son. Then he put the child to bed in His room. Jagan- 
natha Misra implored the brahmana to cook again for Lord Gopala but the brahmana hesi- 
tated. It was late and he was tired from his day of traveling. 

"Now I have put the boy to rest. He is asleep and will not touch your offering. Please cook 
again," said Jagannatha Misra. At last the brahmana agreed. 

It was the middle of the night when the brahmana's offering was ready. He sat down to chant 
his mantra but as soon as he called for Gopala to eat the offering, the child Lord Caitanya ap- 
peared. The brahmana cried and cried but because everyone was asleep, no one heard him. 

At that time Lord Caitanya revealed His real form as Lord Gopala, to the brahmana. Not only 
did He show the brahmana His own form, but He showed him all of Vrndavana, including the 
forests, cows, cowherd boys and gopis. The brahmana, being a good devotee of Lord Gopala, 
was overwhelmed with joy. He danced and chanted jubilantly, having seen the Lord with his 
own eyes.

Once, Lord Caitanya went to Jagannatha Puri to worship the Deity in the Jagannatha temple. 
When He entered the temple of the Lord, He at once became overwhelmed and fell on the 
floor in a trance. The custodians of the temple did not know who Lord Caitanya was. They 
could not understand why He was lying on the floor. 

The chief pandita in the court of the king of Orissa was a man named Sarvabhauma 
Bhattacarya. Jagannatha Puri is a village in Orissa and the Bhattacarya happened to be visiting 
the temple of Lord Jagannatha. When he saw the luster of the body of Mahaprabhu, he could 
understand that he was not an ordinary sannyasi. He also knew that the Lord's spiritual 
trance was not an ordinary show. 

Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya asked the temple custodians to take the unconscious sannyasi to his 
own home so that he could observe His state of trance. The bhattacarya was such an intelli- 
gent scholar that he knew just how to test all of Mahaprabhu's symptoms according to the 
scriptures. 

He observed the movements of the stomach, the beating of the heart, the breathing of the nos- 
trils and the Lord's pulse. He found that the Lord's trance was out of genuine spiritual love 
and he began to try to awaken Him but Lord Caitanya could not be awakened by any means. 
Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya did not know who the beautiful sannyasi was and he was bewil- 
dered when he could not bring Mahaprabhu out of His trance. 

In the meantime, Nityananada Prabhu, Gadadhara Pandita and some other companions of the 
Lord arrived in Jagannatha Puri. They met Gopinatha Acarya, the brother-in-law of Sarvab- 
hauma Bhattacarya and he took them to see Lord Caitanya. At once the Lord's companions 
began to chant the holy name of Lord Hari. The Lord awoke when He heard the holy name 
and began to chant with His devotees. Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya asked the Lord and His 
devotees to remain at the house as guests. They all went to bathe in the sea and fine meals 
were provided for everyone. 

It came to be known later on that Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya was a class friend of the grandfa- 
ther of Lord Caitanya, Nilambara Cakravarti. The bhattacarya then took even more interest 
in the young sannyasi and decided that he would teach the Vedanta to Him. 

At this time, Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya was not a Vaisnava. He was a Mayavadi. Although he 
was very intelligent and was able to speak on all the different scriptures he did not know that 
devotional service is the goal of all the scriptures. 

In a mood of humility, the Lord agreed to take lessons from the bhattacarya. Together they 
sat in the temple of Lord Jagannatha and for seven days straight, Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya 
spoke on Vedic knowledge. Lord Caitanya never interrupted not even asked a question. This 
silence caused the bhattacarya anxiety and at last he said, "I have been speaking for seven 
days but you have neither made a comment nor asked a single question. Why is this?" 
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Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya part one continued 

"I am a fool," said Lord Caitanya. "I am hearing you simply because it is my duty." 

"But if You don't understand what I am saying, why don't You ask questions?" asked the 
bhattacarya. "Why do You simply sit there silently?" 

"My dear sir," said the Lord. "As far as Vedanta is concerned, I understand the meaning quite 
well. However, I cannot understand your explanation at all." By this statement Lord 
Caitanya meant that if someone hears the scriptures from a pure devotee who knows the goal 
of life (devotional service), the scriptures are easily understood. But non-devotees give the 
wrong understanding of the scriptures and confuse everyone. 

After that Lord Caitanya began to explain Vedanta to Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya the way it 
really is. He said that the scriptures are meant to teach us three things; 

1. Our relationship with Krsna 

2. Service to Krsna 

3. Loveof Krsna 

Mahaprabhu also explained many verses from the scriptures and defeated all the arguments of 
the great scholar, Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya. 

At last the bhattacarya understood that Lord Caitanya was actually Lord Krsna Himself. He 
fell down at the Lord's feet. The Lord embraced Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya and the great 
scholar began to laugh, cry, chant, dance and tremble as he thought about the greatness of 
Lord Caitanya. He immediately wrote 100 verses in praise of Lord Caitanya. Mahaprabhu 
like the humble behaviour of Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya and showed him His own form, first 
with four hands and then with six hands. This six-handed form held a bow, arrow, flute, 
sannyasi staff and water pot. 

The two most famous verses written by Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya are as follows: 

1. Let me surrender unto the Personality of Godhead who 

has appeared now as Sri Caitanya Mahaprabhu. He is the ocean of all mercy and has come 
down to teach us material detachment, knowledge and devotional service to Himself. 

2. Since pure devotional service of the Lord has been lost 

in time, the Lord has appeared to teach these principles. Therefore, I offer my obeisances 
unto His lotus feet. 

From that day on Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya remained the greatest of Lord Caitanya's devo- 
tees. 
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Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya, part two 



The scholar Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya had tried to instruct Lord Caitanya form his knowledge 
of Vedanta but the Lord had instead converted the bhattacarya into a Vaisnava. The scholar 
saw the six-armed form of the Lord and he composed one hundred verses in praise of Ma- 
haprabhu. Thus the bhattacarya became an impor tant devotee in Caitanya's movement. 

After seeing the sincere humility of Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya, Lord Caitanya told him to go 
home. The bhattacarya said, "You have descended to deliver the fallen souls of this material 
world. It is wonderful indeed that You have turned a stone-hearted man like me into a devo- 
tee." Then the bhattacarya went home and send various kinds of prasadam to Lord Caitanya. 

The next morning, Mahaprabhu went to the temple of Jagannatha to see Mangala aratika. 
The priests in the temple gave Him a garland and offered Him nice prasadam. The Lord took 
the flowers and prasadam and went directly to the house of Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya. Al- 
though it was early in the morning, the bhattacarya understood that the Lord had come and 
was knocking on his door. He rose from his bed at once and began to call out, "Krsna! 
Krsna!" The Lord was pleased to hear this. 

Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya tried to receive the Lord with all care at the early hour of the morn- 
ing. He offered Mahaprabhu a nice seat and they talked together. Lord Caitanya offered him 
the garland and prasadam from the temple of Lord Jagannatha. Sarvabhauma was pleased to 
receive mercy from the hands of the Lord himself. 

Sarvabhauma began to eat the prasadam although he had not performed his daily duties, nor 
bathed, nor even washed his teeth. As he ate it, he quoted a verse which said that prasadam 
should be eaten as soon as it is received. Even if it is dry and old or brought from a distant 
place, prasadam must always be eaten immediately. 

Lord Caitanya was pleased to see that Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya was ready to give up all rules 
and regulations and accept prasadam from the hands of the Lord. Lord Caitanya embraced 
Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya and they both began to dance in transcendental ecstasy. In that ec- 
stasy, the Lord said, "My mission in Jagannatha Puri is now fulfilled. I have converted a per- 
son like Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya. I shall now be able to attain Vaikuntha without fail." 

The next day Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya went to see Lord Caitanya. He asked the Lords to talk 

about devotional service and Mahaprabhu explained the verse: 

harer nama harer nama 

harer namaiva kevalam 

kalau nasty eva nasty eva 

nasty eva gatir anyatha 

"In this age of quarrel and hypocrisy the only means of deliverance is chanting the holy name 
of the Lord. There is no other way. There is no other way. There is no other way." 

Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya then went to the temple of Lord Jagannatha and purchased fine 
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Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya, part two continued 



prasadam. He sent the prasadam to Lord Caitanya through his brahmana servant. He also 
sent two verses written on palm leaves. The verses said, "Let me surrender unto that Lord 
Caitanya Mahaprabhu. The Lord, seeing that devotional service was absent, descended Him- 
self in the form of Caitanya Mahaprabhu to preach devotional service. Let us all surrender 
unto His lotus feet and from Him, learn what devotional service really is." 

Mukunda Datta carried these two palm leaves to Lord Caitanya but before he reached the 
Lord, he copied the verses in his book. When Lord Caitanya read the verses on the palm 
leaves, He tore them to pieces for He never liked to be praised. We know these verses only 
because Mukunda Datta wrote them down. 
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The Kazi, part one 



Lord Caitanya wanted to spread His sarikirtana movement all over the world. He ordered all 
the citizens of Navadvipa to chant the Hare Krsna mantra and to hold kirtana continuously in 

each and every home. When the sarikirtana movement thus started, no one in Navadvipa 
could hear any sound other than the words "Hari! Hari!" and the beating of the mrdanga and 

the clashing of hand bells. 

Hearing the vibration of the Hare Krsna mantra, the local Mohammedans submitted an angry 
complaint to the Kazi. The Kazi marched to the first home where he heard a kirtana. He 
smashed the mrdanga and spoke, "For so long you did not follow the principles of your relig- 
ion and now you are so enthusiastic. By whose strengths are you doing this? No one should 
perform sarikirtana on the streets of the city. Today I am excusing the offense but in the fu- 
ture I shall chastise you all by taking away your property and converting you to Mohamme- 
dans." 

In those days it was thought that if a Hindu was sprinkled with water by a Mohammedan, 
then the Hindu would never be a Hindu again. Sometimes, the Mohammedans would force 
cow's flesh in the Hindu's mouth and thus the Hindu would become contaminated and fail 
down from his religion. 

After saying this, the Kazi went home. The devotees were greatly shocked that they would 
not be able to chant Hare Krsna and they went sadly to Lord Caitanya. Hearing of the Kazi's 
threat, Lord Caitanya said, "Go perform sarikirtana! Today I shall kill all of the Maham- 
medans!" 

Returning home, all the people began to perform sarikirtana but because of the order from the 
Kazi, they were full of anxiety. The Lord saw their anxiety and said, "In the evening I shall 
perform sarikirtana in each and every town. Therefore, you should all decorate the city in the 
evening. In the evening, burn torchlights in every lane. I will protect all of you. Let us see 
what kind of Kazi comes to stop our kirtana." 

In the evening, Lord Gaurasundara went out and formed three parties for kirtana. In the 
front party danced Thakura Haridasa and I the middle party danced Advaita Acarya with great 
jubilation. Lord Gaurasundara Himself danced in the rear party and Sri Nityananda moved 
with Lord Caitanya's dancing. Performing kirtana in this way, circumambulating every nook 
and corner of the city, they finally reached the door of the Kazi's palace. 

Murmuring in anger and making roaring sounds, the people under the protection of Lord 
Caitanya became made. The loud sound of their chanting frightened the Kazi and he hid in 
his room. Hearing the angry and protesting people, the Kazi would not come out of his 
house. 

At the Kazi's door, Lord Caitanya sat down and sent someone to call for the Kazi. At last he 
came out with his head bowed down. The Lord gave him proper respect and a seat. 
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The Kazi, part one continued 



In a friendly way, the Lord said, "Sir, I have come to your house as a guest but upon seeing 
me you hid yourself in your room. Why is that?" 

"You came to my house in an angry mood so I kept myself hidden. Now that You are paci- 
fied, I am quite pleased to honour such a guest as Yourself." 

Thereafter, the Lord spoke to the Kazi very seriously about meat-eating. The Lord said, "You 
drink cow's milk; therefore the cow is your mother. The bull produces grains for your main- 
tenance, therefore the bull is your father. Since the cow and the bull are your mother and fa- 
ther, how can you kill and eat them? How do you commit such sinful activities!" 

The Kazi tried to argue with Mahaprabhu. He said that the Mohammedan scriptures allow 
meat-eating. At last he was defeated by Lord Caitanya. He said, "My dear Nimai Pandita, 
what You have said is all true. The scriptures of the meat-eaters are not valid." Upon hearing 
this statement from the Kazi, Lord Caitanya smiled.

The Kazi had admitted to Lord Caitanya that meat-eating was a sinful practice and that the 
Mohammedan scriptures were faulty. The Lord was pleased to hear the Kazi admit this and 
He asked him another question. 

"My dear sir, I wish to ask you another question. Please tell the truth. Do not try to cheat me 
with tricks. In your city there is always chanting of the holy name. Uproar of music, singing 
and dancing is always going on. You have the right to stop these activities but now you do 
not forbid them. What is the reason?" 

The Kazi said, "My dear Gaurahari, please come to a private place with me and I shall tell you 
the reason." 

"Ali these men are my associates, You may speak frankly. There is no reason to be afraid of 
them," said the Lord. 

Then the Kazi told him, "When I went to the Hindu's house, broke the drum and forbade the 
performance of congregational chanting, in my dreams that very night I saw a greatly fearful 
lion, roaring very loudly. His body was like a human being's body and his face was like a 
great lion. While I was sleeping the lion jumped on my chest, laughing fiercely and gnashing 
His teeth. Placing His nails on my chest, the lion said in a grave voice, 'I shall immediately 
bifurcate your chest, just the way you broke the mrdanga drum! You have forbidden the 
chanting of My name. Therefore, I must destroy you.' 

"Being very much afraid of Him, I closed my eyes and trembled. Seeing me so afraid, the lion 
said, 'I have defeated you just to teach you a lesson but I must be merciful to you. On that 
day you did not create a very great disturbance. Therefore, I have excused you and not taken 
your life. But if you perform such activities again, I shall not be tolerant. At that time I shall 
kill you, your entire family and all the meat-eaters.' 

"After saying this, the lion left but I remained terribly afraid of Him. Just see the marks of His 
nails on my heart!" 

After this description, the Kazi shoed his chest to the Lord. Then he continued, "I did not 
speak to anyone about this incident but on that very day one of my servants came to me. He 
said, 'When I went to stop the chanting, suddenly flames struck my face. My beard was 
burned and there were blisters on my cheeks.' Every other servant who tried to stop the 
chanting brought me the same report. Being afraid, I asked them not to stop the chanting but 
to just go home and sit down. 

"The meat-eaters then came to me complaining that if they do not stop the kirtanas, there will 
be chanting continuously all over the city. The religion of the Hindus will increase and there 
will be nothing but the sound of 'Hari! Hari!' 

"One meat-eater said, 'The Hindus say "Krsna! Krsna!" and they smile, cry, dance, chant and

fail to the ground, smearing their bodies with dirt. Once I joked with them, and now my 
tongue also chants "Hari! Hari!". I have no desire to say it but still my tongue chants. I don't 
know what to do.' 

The Kazi continued, "After that, some non-believers came to me and complained, 'Nimai has 
introduced the sankirtana system but we have never heard of it. He sings all kinds of songs, 
claps, plays a drum and handbells and deafens our ears with His loud noise. We don't know 
what He eats that makes Him so mad, dancing, singing, laughing, crying, falling down, jump- 
ing up and rolling on the ground. At night we can't get any sleep. We are always kept awake 
by this chanting. Please make Nimai Pandita leave this town of Navadvipa.' 

"I promised them that I would make you stop this chanting but I feel within my mind that 
you are Lord Narayana. You are the Supreme God of the Hindus." 

Hearing the Kazi speak so nicely, Lord Caitanya touched him and spoke as follows, "The 
chanting of the Holy Name of Krsna from your mouth has performed a wonder. You are now 
free from all your sins. You have become supremely pure. Because you have chanted the 
three names of the Lord, Hari, Krsna and Narayana, you are the most fortunate and pious." 

Tears flowed from the Kazi's eyes and he touched the Lord's lotus feet. He said, "Only by 
Your mercy have my sinful desires been removed. Kindly favour me so that my devotion may 
always be fixed upon You." 

The Lord said, "I wish to beg one favour from you. You must pledge that this sankirtana 
movement will not be checked, at least in the district of Nadia." 

"No one shall check the sankirtana movement!" promised the Kazi. 

Hearing this, the Lord got up, chanting Hari! Hari!. Following Him, all the other devotees 
also got up chanting the vibration of the Holy Name. With his mind jubilant, the Kazi also 
went with them.

While Lord Caitanya was living in Benares and instructing Sanatana Gosvami, the Mayavadi 
sannyasis in that village began to criticize His sarikirtana movement. They thought His chant- 
ing and dancing was frivolous and unfitting for a sannyasi. 

One day a brahmana came to Mahaprabhu and said, "My dear Lord, I have invited all the 
sannyasis in Benares to y home. My desires will be fulfilled if You will also accept my invita- 
tion." 

Actually, Lord Caitianya never mixed with the Mayavadi sannyasis bu He had a plan in mind. 
He accepted the brahmana's invitation and the next day he went to the brahmana's house. 

The Lord entered the house and saw all the sannyasis seated there. He offered His obeisances 
and went to wash His feet. After washing His feet, the Lord sat down in the place where He 
had done so. After sitting on the ground, Caitanya Mahaprabhu manifested an effulgence as 
bright as millions of suns. The Mayavadis were all attracted by this brilliant effulgence and 
they all gave up their sitting places and stood in respect. 

Prakasananda Sarasvati was the leader of the Mayavadis and spoke to the Lord very respect- 
fully. "Please come here. Please Come here, Your Holiness. Why do You sit in that unclean 
place?" 

In a humble voice, Mahaprabhu said, "I belong to a lower order of sannyasis. I do not deserve 
to sit with you." But Prakasananda Sarasvati caught Lord Caitanya by the hand and seated 
Him with great respect in the midst of the assembly. 

"We understand that you are a glorious disciple of Sri Kesava Bharati. Why don't You associ- 
ate with us? Why to You chant and dance with fanatics? You look like Lord Narayana Him- 
self. Why do you behave like a low-class person?" 

Lord Caitanya replied, "My dear Prakasananda Sarasvati, My spiritual master considered Me a 
fool, He said that I was not qualified to study the scriptures. Instead I should simply chant 
Hare Krsna. Simply by chanting the holy name of Krsna, one can be freed from material life. 
Simply by chanting Hare Krsna, one will be able to see the lotus feet of the Lord.

harer namaiva kevalam 
kalau nasty eva nasty eva 
nasty eva gatir anyatha 

'In this age of kali there is no other way, no other way, no other way for spiritual progress 
than the holy name, the holy name, the holy name of Lord Krsna.. 

"Now while I chant the holy name of the Lord in pure ecstasy, I lose myself and thus I laugh, 
cry, dance and sing just like a madman.

"Once I saw that I had become mad by chanting the holy name and I asked My spiritual mas- 
ter, "My dear Lord, what kind of mantra have you given me?
